ST. PETERSBURG^ Oct. 23—The rail- 


road strike situation shows no signs of 
miiclionition. Traffic across the central 
belt is paralysed while a general strike 
which broke out today at Kharkoil has 
cut off communication in another great 
section of tho empire. 
Kharkoff is the 


most important railroad eeutcr in south- 
ern RUSMII. The strike affects among 
others the line to the. Donctz coal region 
on which Kus,ia largely depended lor 
fuel during the crisis in the oil regions 
nnd the line to Odessa and tfi-bastopo.. 
Moscow is isolated except the hue to t-t. 
Petersburg, while the capital has an in- 
ternational line, via Fydthuluien open to 
Berlin.

CRIPPLES RELIEF WORK. 


Tho strike, coming at this time, is apt 


to sciou.ily cripple tiie work of relief in 
the famine stricken provinces and impede 
the movement of this year's grain crop, 
us the railroads, even under normal con- 
ditions, are not able to keep the grain 
crop moving promptly. Oilicial reports 
show that 13(1,82-1 loaded cars were 
awaiting removal on Oct. 20 in various 
sections 
and that the grain and coal 


handling districts are daily increasing 
their accumulations c.t the railroad sta- 
tions. 
Great suffering is certain if the requi- 


site supplies of grain and other provis- 
ions can not be forwarded into the fam- 
ine stricken districts, where, up to the 
present, the work of relief has not been 
carried out successfully. 


DETERMINED TO CONTINUE. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 23—A meeting of rail- 


road men held in the university here to- 
day adopted a resolution to continue the 
strike until their demands arc satisfied 
and the arrested members of the union 
are released. 
Forty detachments of the railway bat 


talion'huve arrived here for locomotive 
service on the Moscow-Kazan line. 


Prince HilkolT, minister of railroads, is 


using all his personal influence with tlv 
raon, but without any result. Yesterday 
he spent two hours endeavoring to per 
nuadc the engineers to take out their* 
trains, but he only succeeded in securing 
one man with whose assistance the min- 
ister drove the engine of a train from 
Moscow to Rizan.

CHICAGO, Oct. 23—Declaring that tes-

DEATH HARVEST LARGE 


Lake Gale Claims Twelve Men 


and Twenty-foul- Ships. 


Storm Which Swept From Kuff;ilo to 


Chicago SirewsShoivs With De- 
bris—Msaster* Grow Hourly. 


The gale which swept over the great 


hikes for the lo.st two days reaped a har- 
vest of death and disaster. 


Though the loss of life is not likely to 


he so large as during the frightful gale 
on Lake Superior earlier in the season, 
Ilia number of vessels wrecked is far 
larger. The greater number of the lost 
vessels are barges and schooners, but 
several steamers, are reported lost also. 


A li.it of twenty-seven wrecks, with a

LONDON, Oct. 20.—The falling birth 


rate was the subject of interesting com- 
ment by the bishop of London, Dr. In- 
gram, in an address to the clergy of his 
diocese in St. Paul's cathedral yesterday 
afternoon. Like President Roosevelt, he 
warned hia hearers of the dangers of this 
decrease. It was impossible, the bishop 
said, to describe with what dismay he 
viewed this diminution of the birth rate, 
not only in England, but in the cdlonies. 
It appeared to him to be an artificial 
means. The practice of the deliberate 
prevention of cone-option had spread like 
a blight among the middle classes and 
must'bc viewed by the Church of Eng- 
land as a sin. The prevailing love oi 
comfort was largely responsible for this 
and the clergy must learn themselves to

But there is one 
measure to be taken toward this end m 
which I shall need the assistance of con-

We must insist firmly on our 


rights; and China must beware o{ per- 
sisting in a course of conduct to which 
wo can not honorably submit. But we 
in our turn must recognize our duties 
exactly as we insist upon our rights. We 
can not go into the international court 
of equity unless we go in with clean 
hands. We can not expect China to do 
us justice unless we do China justice. 
The chief cause in bringing about the 
boycott of our goods in China was un- 
doubtedly our attitude toward the Chi- 
nese who come to this country. 


SHOULD KEEP OUT COOLIES. 


In the past we have come short of our 


duty toward the people of China. It is 
our clear duty, in the interest of our 
own wage workers, to forbid all Chinese 
of 
the coolie class—that is, laborers, 


skilled or unskilled—from coming here. 


I am convinced that the well being of 


our wage earners demands the exclusion 
of the Chinese coolies, and it is therefore 
our duty to exclude them, just as it 
would bo Uio duty of China to exclude 
American laboring men if they became 
in anv way a menace to China' by enter- 
ing into her country. The right is recip-

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 20—Ed- 


ward Geo. Cunliffe, the Adams Express 
employe, who disappeared from Pitta- 
burg, Pa, with $101,000 and was arrested 
here yesterday, started back to Pitts 
burg with the detectives this morning 
leaving this city at 5:08. Cunliffe seem 
ed more low spirited today than when he 
was first captured. He explained this by 
saying that he had hoped to arrange for 
lenient treatment after reaching Pitts- 
burg by trading on his secret as to the 
whereabouts of the stolen money, but 
the fact that the detectives recovered 
S-SO.OOO of the money in Bristol, Conn., 
last evening, removed the prisoners 
hopes in this respect. After being told 
by the detectives of the recovery of this 
money, Cunliffe said that he had burned 
the rest of the amount stolen, about 
¥20,000, because the bills were all of 
lar-e denomination and 'all on the same 
bank, making it dangerous for him to 
carry them about. 


FIND $80,000 IN BILLS. 


The discovery of the shipment of mon- 


ey to Bristol came about through a lo: 
cal driver for the Adams Express com- 
pany who after Cunliffe s arrest remem- 
bered that on Oct. 12 he was called to 
the Arlington hotel where Cunliffe had 
a room, and was given a suit case to be 
shipped to Bristol, care of the Electric 
Express company. The driver informed 
the local manager of the Adams Express 
company yesterday of this circumstance 
and 
detectives were sent to Bristol 


where they located the suit case at the 
home of a relative of Cunliffe, Josepn 
W Bordroan. It had not been opened 
and contained $50,000 in bills together 
with some clothing. 


DIDN'T SPEND MUCH MONEY. 


Cunliffe, according to his own state- 


ment did not spend more than $150 dur- 
ing the ten days which intervened be- 
tween his departure from PHtsburg and 
his arrest. His total 
expenses 
were 


small in this city, the little back room 
ho occupied costing him only $2.oO a 
week. As tor as can be learned he 
mingled very little in the social gayety 
of that section of the city where he liv- 
id and he made no display of his money. 


Although the detectives are inclined 


to accept Cunliffc's story that he de- 
stroyed part of the stolen money, one of 
them still remained here today to com- 
plete the. investigation of the case. The 
other detectives including Siipt. Thorn- 
hill of the private agency, went to Jscw 
York with the prisoner. 


DISCREDITS HIS STORY. 


Superintendent of Police Birmingham 


does not credit CnnUfTo's story about 
burning part of the money. The super- 
intendent believes that the missing S-0,- 
000 is hidden somewhere in this city, and 
tliat'after Cunliffe reaches Pittaburg, he 
will make overtures to the authorities 
looking to its restoration. John 0. Cur- 
tis of Boston, who is at the head of the 
New England division of the Adams Ex- 
press business, also expressed confidence 
today that more of the stolen money 
would be found. 


HAS ACCOMPLICES. 


A detective employed on the case inti- 


mated that accomplices are believed to 
be holding the missing money for Cun- 
liffc and that moro arrest* arc not un- 
likely. It is assumed for some reason 
that the ,$20,000 was kept by Cunliffe in 
two packages, one containing $50 bills 
to the amount of $10,000 and the other 
$10000 worth of bills of smaller denomi- 
nations. One at least of these the police 
foci sure is in this city and they have 
strong hopes of getting possession of it 
some time today. 


$10,000 IN HIS SHOES. 


Cunliffe is said to have admitted that 


he came here with all the stolen money 
in his possession. In the suit case winch 
he sent to Bristol there was $(0,0o3.50 
and $2flO was found on his person when 
he was .arrested. The total amount re- 
covered is now in a Hartford bank. De- 
tectives who went to Bristol to rccovci 
the suit case say that the money war 
stuffed in articles of clothing of all sorts 
\ pair of shoes contained $10,000 in $100 
bills and bills of the same denomination 
filled all the pockets of the clothing and 
crevices between other articles. 


KEPT KNOWLEDGE FROM GIRL.

spent part of his time while here, wo 
among the persons questioned with a 
view to discovering the whereabouts of 
the missing money, but the police say 
they are satisfied that she knows nothing 
about it.

cluding the groat grain mills and vodka 
distilleries have joined in the strike. 


SIMBIRSK. Russia, Oct. 23.—The rail- 


road men here stopped work today. The 
service is disorganized. 
The 
officials 


managed to dispatch one train, but its 
arrival at its destination was not guar- 
anteed. 


ST. PETERSBURG!" Oct. 23.—The rail- 


road strike situation shows no signs of 
amelioration. Traffic across the central 
belt is paralyzed while a general strike 
which broke out today at Kharkoff has 
cut oil communication in another great 
section of the empire. Kharkoff is the 
most important railroad center in south- 
ern Russia. The strike affects among 
others the lino to the Donetz coal region 
on which KUSM:I largely depended for 
fuel during the crisis in the oil regions 
and the line to Odessa and Sebastopoi. 
Moscow is isolated except the line to St. 
Petersburg, while the capital has an in- 
ternational line, via Fydthuhnen open to 
Berlin. 


BEGAN' BY SOCIALISTS. 


Tlie strike 1st part of a general scheme 


of the Social Democrats to compel the 
emperor to grant universal suffrage and 
Complete political freedom, but the plan 
of the leaders is to avoid a collision with 
the authorities. Their present purpose 
is to make tests of the strength of the 
various organizations preparatory to the 
inauguration of n general strike of all 
classes 
in support of the radicals 
at 


about the time the national assembly 
meets. 


The congress of railroad employes now 


in session here has adopted a resolution 
in fa>or of universal suffrage, political 
freedom amnesty, the right to organize 
strikes, the liberation of the 
arrested 


strikers, an eight hour hay, school for 
the employes' children and the abolition 
of martin! law. the railroad ge.-ilarmeric 
and capital punishment. 


CRIPPLES RELIEF WORK. 


The strike, coming nt this time, is apt 


to aciously cripple the work of relief in 
the famine stricken provinces and impede 
the movement of this year's grain crop, 
ss the railroads, even under normal con- 
ditions, are not able to keep the grain 
crop moving promptly. Official reports 
show that 1311,824 loaded cars were 
awaiting removal on Oct. 20 in various 
sections and that tlie grain and coal 
handling districts are daily increasing 
tlicir accumulations at the railroad sta- 
tions. 


Great suffering is certain if the requi- 


site supplies of grain and other provis- 
ions can not be forwarded into the fam- 
ine stricken districts, where, up to the 
present, the work of relief has not been 
carried out successfully. 


DETERMINED TO CONTINUE. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 23.—A meeting of rail- 


road men held in the university here to- 
day adopted a resolution to continue the 
strike until their demands are satisfied 
and the arrested members of the union 
arc released. 


Forty detachments of the railway bat- 


talion have arrived here for locomotive 
service on the Moscow-Kazan line. 


Prince Hilkoff, minister of railroads, is 


using all his personal influence with the 
men, but without any result. Yesterday 
he spent two hours endeavoring to per- 
suade the engineers to take out their 
trains, but he only succeeded in securing 
one man with whose assistance the min- 
ister drove the engine of a train from 
Moscow to Rizan. 


Operations have ceased on the Nicholas 


railway. The evening train for St. Pet- 
ersburg did not leave Moscow. 


FACTORIES INVOLVED.

CHICAGO, Oct. 23—Declaring that tes-

Statement—Lenrool, Seeks 


Governorship. 


DAVIDSON WILL NOT 


ANNOUNCE POSITION 


Believed That LaFollette People Have 


Beached Agreement to Give 


Davidson and Connor 


Federal Berths. 


MADISON, Oct. 23,-Robert M. La 


Follette will go to the United States 
senate when congress convenes in De- 
cember, and Irvine L. Lcnroot of Super- 
ior will be the administration candidate 
for governor. 


After months of uncertainty as puz- 


zling alike to the supporters of the ad- 
ministration as to its opponents, the sit- 
uation hae been cleared by the announce- 
ment of Speaker Irvine L. Lenroot that 
he is a candidate for governor, subject to 
the action of the Republican primaries 
-to be held next September. Nothing in 
administration politics 
will 
occasion 


greater surprise than this disclosure of 
plans, for the announcement is in fact 
a notice to Chairman W. D. Connor, 
Lieut. Gov. J. 0. Davidson and Senator 
J. J. McGillivray, and all other possibil- 
ities that the governorship is foreclosed 
so far as the plans of the administration 
directorate is concerned. 


LA FOLLETTE FOR SENATE. 


It is also notice to the state that Gov. 


La Follette has settled bis political fu- 
ture and intends to enter the wider field 
of national politics. While no definite 
statement to this effect has been made 
by Gov. La- Follette, it is absolutely cer- 
tain that Speaker Lenroot would not au- 
thorize the statement of his candidacy 
without knowing in advance the plans 
of Gov. La Follette. 


STEPHENSON LOSES CHANCE. 


Last, but not least, whatever 
hope 


Isaac Stephenson may have covertly en- 
tertained .as to the present possibility of 
his senatorial ambitions, 
Speaker Len- 


root's announcement settles his case as 
effectually as it does in the other in- 
stances. 


Lieut. Gov, James 0. Davidson in ans- 


wer to a correspondent's query, said that 
he had no announcement to make at this 
time regarding his intentions as to pol- 
itics. Asked 
if that meant that he 


would not be a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for governor, be said 
that was hardly a proper interpretation 
to put upon his statement. 


TO GET FEDERAL BERTHS. 


One of the leading politicians of the 


state states it fl,s his opinion that he 
does not believe that either Davidson or 
Connor would come out for the congres- 
sional nomination in their respective dis- 
tricts. He said that neither could get 
the nomination and each was too shrewd 
and clever to attempt it. 


"My opinion is," said this veteran, 


"that the La Follette people have reach- 
ed some agreement whereby bota David- 
son and Connor are to be given federal 
positions, Davidson, I believe, could se- 
cure the gubernatorial nomination if he 
would come out and rnnke an aggressive 
fight for it. He is clean, strong and pop- 
ular .and would attract much support 
from all sections of the state. His can- 
didacy I believe, would tend to harmon- 
ize the present factional differences of 
the Republican party o£ the state."

However, leaders of our party from all 
portions of the state express their be- 
lief that my candidacy is necessary to in- 
sure the continuation of the work so 
splendidly inaugurated by Gov. La Fol 
lette and their judgment I do not feel I 
have a right to ignore. 


It is too early to make any extended 


announcement as to particular issues, 
but I will say that in the primary elec- 
tion contest I shall advocate the priiici 
files, -of gtiid-Jast jtejwbiicarx. jet-ate-^lnt- 


form, and if elected I shall do what I 
can to perpetuate a truly representative 
government in Wisconsin.

DEATH WINS IN 


TEN DAYS' FIGHT 


Jerry Simpson, Ex-Congressman, 


Succumbs Alter a Hard 


Battle. 


WICHITA, Kas., Oct. 23.—Jerry. Simp- 


son died at 6:05 o'clock this morning. 


Ex-Congressman Simpson was born in 


New Brunswick on March 31, 1842. At 
14 he began life as a sailor and during his 
23 years following that 
pursuit com- 


manded many large vessels on the great 
lakes. In the civil war he served in the 
Twelfth Illinois infantry. 
He came to 


Kansas in 1878. Originally he was a Re- 
publican, but later became a greenbacker 
and populist. He- was a member of con- 
gress from 1S91 to 1305 and from 1895 to 
1890, being nominated the last time by 
both the Democrats and Populists. After 
he left congress, he mnved to Roswell, 
ST. M., where he engaged up to the time 
of his death in stock farming. He re- 
turned to Kansas a month ago nnd enter- 
ed a local hospital for treatment. His 
condition became hopeless ten days ago 
and since then the patient kept 
alive 


principally by sheer force of will. His 
wife and son were at the bedside at the 
time of death. 


Death was caused by aneurism of the 


aorta. Mr. Simpson had been in ill 
health for'nearly a year. Six months ago 
he consulted a specialist at Chicago, who 
pronounced his case hopeless. Burial 
will take place at Wichita. The Masonic 
order will have charge of the funeral. 


Mr. Simpson was conscious up to five 


minutes before death. The end came 
without a struggle.

In the circuit court this morning 


Judge Belden handed dcwn a decision iii 
the case of Samuel V. Davidor against 
John Augustine, John R. Jones, Fred 
Fair, Otto E. Alirens, et, aL It will be 
remembered that four Milwaukee depu- 
ties came to this city some two weeks 
ago and arrested the defendants on com- 
plaint of Samuel Davidor, a mining ex- 
pert, who had been previously arrested 
on charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses from Fred Fair and then on 
complaint of John Augustine on com- 
plaint of having sold stock for the mining 
company and not returning or accounting 
for the same. 


Then he turned around, went before a. 


court commissioner of Milwaukee and 
had warrants issued for the arrest of the 
defendants, charging them with conspir- 
acy, etc., laying his damages at $50,000; 


When the case was called in Milwaukee 


a change was taken to this circuit. At- 
torney Wallace Ingalls made a motion for 
the dismissal of the defendants on the 
ground that the arrests were illegal. 


ORDERED BAIL RETURNED. • 


In hi? decision Judge Belden held that 


the order of arrest of the defendants was 
void, dismissed the accused parties and 
ordered the bail returned. 


Judge Belden holds that the proceed- 


ings authorized by statutes and used in ' 
this case are harsh and must be strictly 
construed. The statute provides that the 
order of arrest shall bo directed in th« 
name of the state of Wisconsin, to the 
sheriff of a particular county or gener- 
allyto the sheriff of any county where 
the defendant may be found. The court 
construes this statute as though it read 
that, the order shall be directed to the 
sheriff of a particular county where the 
defendant may be found. The court is of 
the opinion that the statute contem- 
plates and intends that the arrest must 
be made by the sheriff of the county 
wherein the defendant is found, and does 
not permit the sheriff of a. particular 
county, designated in the order, to pass 
into any other county and there make 
the arrest. The order for the arrest in 
this case is directed to the sheriff of Mil- 
waukee county and was by him executed 
in Racine county. Tlio court holds that 
such sheriff had no authority to so exe- 
cute said order of arrest and that the de- 
fendants are entitled, therefore, to have 
such order vacated. 


AUTHORITY QUESTIONED. 


The next matter for consideration, 


questioned by the counsel for the defend- 
ants, is whether the court commissioner 
issuing the order for arrest had authority 
to make and issue the same. And the 
next point urged 
by the defendants' 


counsel is that the affidavit upon which 
the order for arrest is made is insuffic- 
ient. Judge Belden cites several authori- 
ties on these questions and in conclusion 
decides that the motion will be granted 
in toto. 


Tin's decision gives the defendants an 


opportunity to commence action 
for 


damages against the sheriff of Milwaukee 
county for making a false arrest and 
compelling the defendants to furnish bail 
after they were dragged to Milwaukee.

ACCOUNTABLE TO 


THE GOVERNMENT 


Unwisdom of Well-meaning Unt JIi-> 


gttidid Efforts to Check Corporate 


Act.v.ty I-.,bt.iii'.:od in the 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 20.—"There is 


every reason why we should be vigilant 
in searching out what is wrong and un- 
ilincliingly resolute in .striving to reme- 
dy it. But ut the same time we must 
not blind ourselves to \vliat has been ac- 
complished for good, and above all WB 
must not lose our 
heads and become 


either hysterical or rancorous in grap- 
pling with what is bad." 


Thus did President Roosevelt in his 


speech hei-c before 20,000 people, refer to 
tlie grappling of problems which con- 
front the American 
people today. He 


said that although the nation faces ser- 
ious problems they are only part of the 
price which we have to pay for triumphs 
weh ave won. In part he spoke as fol- 
lows: 


There are no labor troubles where 


there is no work to be done by labor. 
There are no troubles about corpora- 
tions where the poverty of the commun- 
ity is such that it is not worth whUa to 
form corporation:-. There is no difficul- 
ty in regulating railroads where the re- 
sources of a region are so few that it 
does not pay to build railroads. There 
are many excellent people who shake 
their heads over the difficulties that as a 
nation we now have to face; but their 
melancholy is not warranted save in a 
very partial decree, for most of the 
things of which they complain arc the 
inevitable accompaniments of the growth 
und greatness of which we are proud. 


DANGERS NOT MINIMIZED. 


Now, I don't wish to bts misunder- 


stood. 
I do not for one moment mean 


to say that there are not many and ser- 
ious evils with which we have to grapple, 
or that there are not unhealthy signs in 
the body social and politic; but I do 
mean to say that while we must not 
show a- foolish optimism we must no less 
beware of a mere blind pessimism. 


CORPORATION REGULATION. 


Undoubtedly there ia need of regula- 


tion by the government, in the interest 
of the public, of these great corpora- 
tions which in modern life have shown 
themselves to be the most efficient busi- 
ness implements, and which are, there- 
fore, the implements commonly employ- 
ed by the owners of large fortunes. The 
corporation is the creature of the state. 
It should always be held accountable to 
some sovereign, ami this accountability 
should be real and not sham. Therefore, 
in my judgment, all corporations doin 
an interstate business, and this means 
the great majority of the largest corpor 
ations, should be held accountable to the 
federal government, because their 
ac- 


countability should be co-extensive with 
their Held of action. 


SUPERVISION NECESSARY. 


But most certainly we should not 


strive to prevent or limit corporate ac- 
tivity. We should strive to secure such 
effective supervision over it, such power 
of regulation over it, as to enable us to 
guarantee that its activity will be exer- 
cised only in ways beneficial to the pub- 
lic. The unwisdom of any well-meaning 
but misguided effort to check corporate 
activity"has been shown in striking fash- 
ion in recent years by our experience in 
the Philippines and in Porto Rico. 


MISGUIDED ENERGY. 


Our national legislators very properly 


determined that the islands should nol 
be exploited by adventurers without re 
gard to the interests of the people o. 
the islands themselves. But unfortunate 
in their zeal to prevent the islands from 
being improperly exploited they took 
measures of such severity as to serious 
]y, and in some respects vitally, to ham 
per and retard the development of the 
islands, 


ABOUT THE CHINESE BOYCOTT. 
In speaking of our foreign relations 


the president had the following to say 
regarding the Chinese boycott and the 
south's market for cotton: 


At present our market for cotton i 


largely in China. The boycott of. ou 
goods in China during the past year wa 
especially injurious to the cotton man 
ufacturers. This government is doing 
and will continue to do, all it can to pu 
a stop to the boycott. But there is on 
measure to be taken toward this end in 
•which I shall need the assistance of con 
gress. We must insist firmly on ou 
rights; and China must beware of per 
sisting in a course of conduct to whicl 
•we can not honorably submit. But w 
in our turn must recognize our dutic 
exactly as we insist upon our rights. W 
can not go into the international cour 
of equity unless we go in with clean 
hands. We can not expect China to d 
us justice unless we do China justice 
The chief cause in bringing about th 
boycott of our goods in China was un 
doubtedly our attitude toward the Ch: 
neso who come to this country. 


SHOULD KEEP OUT COOLIES. 


In the past we have come short of ou 


duty toward the people of China. It 
our clear duty, in the interest of ou 
own wage workers, to forbid all Chines 
of the coolie class—that is, laborers 
skilled or unskilled—from coming here. 


I am convinced that the well being o 
our wage earners demands the exelusio 
of the Chinese coolies, and it is therefor 
our duty to exclude them, just as 
would be the duty of China to exclut 
American laboring men if they becam 
in any way a menace to Uliina by ente 
ing into her country. The right is recip 
rocal,.and-in our last treaty with-Chin 


it was explicitly recognized as inhering 
in both nations. 


WORKING FOR BEST RESULTS.'' • '; 
Our laws and treaties should be BO 


framed as to guarantee to all Chinamen, 
save of the excepted. coolie class, the; 
same right of entry to this country and 
the same • treatment while' here-as is 
guaranteed to' citizens .of any other na- 
tion. By executive .action I am as rap- 
idly as possible putting a stop to'lhe 
abuses which have grown . up during 
many years in the administration of thia 
law. I can do a. good deal, and will do 
a good deal, even without the action of 
the congress; but I can not do all that 
should be done unless such action is tak- 
en, and that action I most earnestly 
hone will be taken. 


TOO VALUABLE TO LOSE. 


It is needed in our own interest and 


especially in the interest of the Pacific 
slope and of the south Atlantic and gulf 
state; for it is short sighted indeed for 
us to permit foreign competitors to drive 
us from the great markets of China. 


Moreover, the action I ask is demand' 


ed by considerations that are higher than 
mere interest, for I ask it in the name 
of what is just and right. America 
should take the lead in establishing in- 
ternational relations on the same basis 
of honest and upright dealing which we 
regard as essential as between man and

FIND $80,000 IN BILLS. 


The discovery of the shipment of mon- 


y- to Bristol came about through a 10- 
;al driver lor the Adams Express com- 
>any who after Cunliffe's arrest remem 
tiered that on Oct. 12 he was called to 
he Arlington hotel where Cunliffe hac 


b room, and was given a suit case to be 
hipped to Bristol, care of the Electric 
ixprcss company. The driver informec 
the local manager of the Adams Express 
ompany yesterday of this circumstance 
and detectives were sent to Bristol 
vhere they located the suit case at the 
.ome of a relative of Cunliffe, Joseph 
W. Bordman. It had not been opened 
and contained $80,000 in bills together 
vith some clothing. 


DIDN'T SPEND MUCH MONEY. 


Cunliffe, according to his own state- 


ment, did not spend more than $150 dur- 
ng- the ten days which intervened be- 
tween his departure from Pittsburg and 
lis arrest. His total expenses were 
small in this city, the little back room 
10 occupied costing him only $2.50 a 
week. As far as can be learned he 
mingled very little in the social gaycty 
of that section of the city where he liv- 
ed and he made no display of his money. 


Although the detectives nre inclined 


;o accept Cunliffe's story that he de- 
stroyed part of the stolen money, one of

Cunliffe is said to have admitted that

ble known as tin's trachoma as they ore 
in the schools from the children of the in- 
coming immigrants i- reason enough why 
the authorities should guard with zeal-

Formerly the pres- 
ence of a diseased alien in the steerage 
was a mnttor of more or less indifference 
to the steamship companies, as they 
could carry him luck to Europe if deport- 
ed, and .still make a profit on the price

MB. B.VCOiV SHEDS JLIGHT. 


E. P. Bacon of Milwaukee arises to cor- 


rect the assumed assumption of certain 
railway managers that the conferring of 
powers on the interstate commerce com- 
mission means the conferring of powers 
to absolutely fix all rates. He takes for 
his point the qucrry sent out, by one 
western road to shippers which was ns 
follows: 
"Do you favor giving the in- 


terstate commerce commission the abso- 
lute, power to fix all interstate rates, 
and to establish the relation of rates be- 
tween all localities?" To this he says he 
is unaware that any such legislation has 
been sought from congress and that he 
knows of no one who has advocated anv 
such sort of legislation. Further 
Mr. 


Bacon says to an inquiry of this sort he 
would himself have replied no. 


In an article m the Record Herald on 


this matter Mr. Bacon states as above 
and makes clear that the legislation paus- 
ed by the house last winter but knocked 
out by the senate, provided that in cases 
where rates were complained of as being 
unjust or unjustly discriminatory, 
the 


commission after a full hearing should 
determine what such reasonable rate, 
practice or regulation should be imposed, 
or to be followed 
in tlie future. This 


continues Mr. Bacon, would then become 
operative thirty days after such notice 
had been given, and would be subject to 
review by the court provided for in the 
proposed Jaw, ns to such rate or regula- 
tion being lawful, just and reasonable. 


Ho thinks that any inquiry directed to 


.he public for opinions from railway peo- 
ple should be stated fairly and in accord- 
ance of the proposition conveyed in the 
jroposed legislation, rather in the meas- 
ire passed by a large majority in the 
house, and not .by nny representation of 
anguage which purports to assume or to 
irofess to assume what the effect of such 
cgislation will be if enacted. With an 
nquiry confined to the subject matter 
the public could judge for itself as to 
nny effect to be produced. 


To a circular sent oxit by another pro- 


minent western road which inferred that 
the legislation sought was tho making of 
freigui, rates in their 
territory 
being 


taken out of their hands and placed in 
the charge of a commission, Mr. Bacon 
replies to as folows in the same article. 
He says: 


"To show how far from correct is the 


assumed effect of the proposed legisla- 
tion, I beg leave to call attention to the 
fact that (luring tlie ten years immed- 
iately folowing the enactment of the. in- 
terstate commerce Jaw in- 1887, during 


whir^h, time the commission exercised the 
authority ;iiow proposed to' be specifical- 
ly conferred upon it, its existence having 
bee/ denied by the supreme court in 1S97, 
thu whole number of caaea in which the 
commission ordered a change in rates 
found "unreasonable or unjustly diseri: 
inatory," as shown in its annual reports 
was 132, averaging u fraction over thir 
teen each year. No doubt the exercis 
of this authority tended to a large ex 
tent to prevent the imposition of sue 
rates, and for this reason it i» desirec 
that the commission shall be vested wit: 
it, as proposed. 


"It will readily be seen that the mak 


ing of freight rates will be "taken out o 
the hands of the railroals" only in 
stances when the rates already made by 


4them are found upon complaint and in 
vestigation to be unjust or unreasonable 
after it has proved impracticable to rencl 
a satisfactory result through amicable 
negotiation between the 
carriers 
am 


their patrons." 


This should bo clear enough that it i 


not sought to give any commission pow 
er to make freight tariff sheets. But it 
is sought to confer power to correct un 
just rates, discriminatory practices an 
to insure reasonable rates.

feathers around the eyes of the com- 
mon owl are arrang'ecl to help the bird 
sec in the dark. They are, very smooth 
anil glistening and lie around the eye 
in such a way us to gather and throw 
into it all the light there Is at night, 
when the owl prowls abroad to catch 
the field mice, small birds and other 
creatures it feeds on. 


The lizard known as the chameleon 


has very strange eyes. 
They are set 


out beyond the hony sockets In Its skull 
and have attached to them strong, mov- 
able! muscles Unit enable tho chameleon 
to turn its vision this way and that and 
all around. The snail's eyes, too, are of 
immense power. 
If man could see as 


far in proportion to his sine as the snail 
can ho would have telescopic vision. 


A very odd fact about livinK creatures 


is that probably not one has all the five 
senses developed in perfection. 
If one 


or two are abnormally keen In any 
species of bird or animal, from having 
been used for thousands of years, the 
other senses, those not used so con- 
stantly and on which the animal does 
not depend for its food or safety, be- 
come "weak.

It 
is so powerful and its skin la so thick 
and tough that hardly anything can 
hurt It. It browses among herbage and 
needs not to see a long distance to get 
food. 
Naturalists say the rhinoceros 


cannot see very far beyond its own 
nose. 
As If to make up for defective 


eyesight, however. Its ears are as keen 
and quick as those of any living crea- 
ture, so thai it can hear the faintest 
sotiiKl in the: jungle. 


In general, ilesh eating birds and ani- 


mals have powerful eyesight, In order 
to catch their prey, while creatures that 
[Ive on a vegetable filet possess loss 
keen vision and very sharp ears. 


The tiny Egyptian jerboa seems lo 


be all ears—that Is, all of it that is not 
hinfl legs and tall. 
Its tail, which Is 


nearly twice as long as its body, serves 
partly to support it when it stands up- 
on its stilted up hind legs. These, too: 
are much longer than its little body, 
which measures only six and three- 
quarters inches from the tip ot its nose 
to the root of the tail. 
The jerboa's 


tore feet are so short as not to be of 
much UBB except tor clutching bark and 
twigs that It gnaws for its food. 
It 


belongs to tho rodent or gnawing tribe 
It walks upon its two long legs like a 
bird. 


But the ears of it! 
They are great 


fan shaped appendages, each one lar- 
ger than the animal's head. Their grea 
hollows catch every sound and warn 
the tiny creature of dangers. There i 
need of this, too, us 'the helpless llttli 
jerboa has many enemies.

TEN KILLED BY POLICE 


Hundreds ol Eioters Wonnded 


in Disorders at Santiago, 


Chile. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 23.—A meeting 


yesterday called to petition the govern- 
ment to abolish the import tax on Ar- 
gentine cattle degenerated into a most 
serious riot owing to the absence of the 
troops who are now engaged in maneuv- 
ers two days' march from the capital. 
The police who were unable to maintain 
order charged the crowd and killed ten 
persons 
and 
wounded hundreds. The 


rioters destroyed street cars and smash- 
ed electric lights. At eight o'clock yes- 
terday evening the rioting was at its 
highest pitch, and the fire department 
was nailed out to restore order.

Troops are expected here todav. 


A man named Thompson was killed by 


a train of cars at Brookland, Arkansas, 
last week, and it is believed that he com- 
mitted suicide; also that he wns a for- 
mer resident of Racine, having been n 
tramp for two years on account of his 
wife having deserted him. 


Chief of Police Fred Pfister is in re- 


ceipt of a letter from Dr. Frank Nis- 
bett, of Brookland, giving particulars of 
the mans death. The letter states in 
substance that a man was killed on Oct. 
19, by an S. B. cotton belt traiu. He was 
working with a cementing gang on the 
Iron Mountain road for two or three 
days. He informed the men with whom 
he worked that he had once lived in Ra- 
cine; that his wife left him and that she 
ran away with another man; that since 
that time he had been tramping on the 
road. The man weighed 
165 or 
170 


pounds; was of strong build, dark hair, 
moustache a little sandy and appeared to 
be 35 or 40 years of age. 


The doctor further say3 in his letter 


that judging from the conversation the 
man had with his fellow workmen he got 
in front of the train on purpose, with 
the intention of committing suicide; he 
said that hi? name wns Thompson. 


The writer asked that the fact of tho 


man's death be published in the local 
papers and that he was writing as an 
net of charity. 


Yesterday thc Journal reporter hunt- 


ed up two men named Thompson who 
had been deserted by their wives, or rli- 
rorced, but both are working in the city. 
If tho unfortunate m«n has any relatives 
here thc officers and reporters have not 
been able to locate them. 


While William Nearman was filling a 


gasoline stove from a gallon can at his 
home 1711 Mead street Sunday morning, 
the fluid in some manner caught fire and 
caused a bad fire. Mr. Niearman dropped 
tile can and Mrs. Nearman who was near 
by grasped a piece ot carpet and attempt- 
ed to smother the blaze. In so doing her 
clothing caught fire and in fighting to ex- 
tinguish the burning dress her hands, 
arms and chest were seriously burned, 
but she succeeded. 


So rapidly did the flames spread to the 


other rooms of the house that the family 
experienced difficulty in getting out. Be- 
sides Mr. and Mrs. Nearman there were 
three children. The oldest child and Mrs. 
Nearman got out of the blazing rooms, 
but Mr. Nearman was obliged to grasp 
and carry the two younger 
children 


through the flames into the air.
